TRY THE SPY CASE IN COURT， 
NOT THROUGH PRESS INNUENDOS 


The recent arrest and indictment of ex-CIA employee Larry 
Wur-tail Chin，for a_ single count of conspiracy to commit 
esplonage for more than 30 years，has received extensive 
coverage in both the mainstream and Chinese-languasge press of 
all political persuasions because he is a_ naturalized citizen of 
the US and because the Suspect somehow managcd to evade CIA 
Security procedures -- which include regular polygraph，or 
lie-detector, tests -- for more than three decades. 

Whbcther Mr. Chin is guilty of what he is now being charged is 
3a matter to be decided ultimately in the federal court.， The 
judicial process must now be allowed to take its course，un- 
tampered by prejudice, calculated leaks and wild speculations. 

We are therefore very concerned about the conflicting reports， 
mostly from unidentified sources within the Reagan administra- 
tion，and innuendos which have gone far beyond the specific 
charge against Chin，For example，there are conflicting reports 
over his level of security clearance and his access to _ classified 
information. Investigators do not even agree on how much he 
allegedly received from the Chinese government. In the 
meantime，even his visits to China after his retirement，his

Of Improper Activities in Los Angeles

SAN FRANCISCO - The act- 
ing consul general of the 
Peoples Republic of China 1last 
week denled charges of im- 
proper activities by the 
consulate. The charges_ first 
appeared in the Z4 77mmes and 
were Teprinted in the Dec. 2 
SF CProicle. 

Lin Guozhang，the deputy 
conSsul general who is 
presently in charge of the 
consulate on Laguna St. 
during the. absence of the 
consul general， cautiously 
anSwered all of E/W's ques- 


tions on the matter，during an ， 


interview Dec. 6 in the vast 
central meeting room of the 
consulate. TIhe room， with 
armchairs and sofas-arranged 
around 3a huge central carpet， 
was marked by the Same neat- 
ness and formality as the host. 

According to the newSspapers 
report，a Chinese consular 
official "quietly tried to 
purchase real estate in the Los 
Angeles area without the 
pbermission of the US govern- 
ment.” 

In addition，Ssaid the news- 
paper, a consular official "was 
found to be involved in the 
establishment of an organi- 
zation for Chinese students in 
Los Angeles. apparently 
aimed at keeping watch on the 
steadily increasing number of 
young people from China at 
American colleges and

No Japanese American Ever Charged 
With Espionage or Sabotage in US

SAN FRANCISCO - Forty- 
four years after the bombing 
of Pearl Harbor，no Japanese 
American has everI been 
charged with espionage or 
Sabotage against the US 
government. 

"IThere were Spies [in the US] 
working for Japan in World

Wakabayashi， National

(JACL). 

John Tatelshi， National 


Redress Director，added that 
"there's a whole litany of 
TumorS and hearsay about the 
ethnic Japanese population on 
the West Coast being involved 
in Sabotage or espionage，bnut 
none was every brought to 
trljal on those charges，before 
OT after the war." 

Tateishi，a former English 
teacher whose Specialty is 
Japanese American history of 
the 1940'S，last week provided 
E/W with a transcript of the 
Joland Committee hearings， 
held in SF in 1942 to deter-

NO ATTEMPT 

Despite frequent media 
exhortations about the high 
and improving academic 
achievement OO ASsian 
Students，no_ attempt has been 
made to examine if such 
Improvement can be attributed 
to federal Support of bilingual 
education， according to 
CAEABE. 

OBEMLA has concentrated 
ltS _ attention on elementary 
school programs. TIhis policy 
Serves _ the needs of Hispanic 


LEP students，the majority of 
whom are US-born and who 
therefore enter School at the 
kindergarten level and need 
bilingual education for several 
years thereafter. However， 
the majority of Asian LEP 
Students are foreign-bora 
immigrants. Many of them 
enter American Schools at the 
secondary level. Consequently， 
these Students are 
underserved. 

A national high school study 
Sponsored by the federal 
government found that Asian 
high School students who have 
been in this country less than 
five years are achieving below 
Standard when compared to 
other students. In other 
words，Aslan LEP students in 
high school have Special 
educational needs，and their 
needs are being ignored by 
OBEMLA, CAFABE charged.

One of the Center's proudest 
statistics ls the number of 
textbooks it has given away to 
the， Bay Area's 64 Chinese 
Schools this year -- more than 
10,000. Many are bilingual 
texts for children starting to 


read both languages. 


The Center has four Staff 
members，headed by_ director 
Steven Yang，who is the SFE 


lialison for the .Planning 
Committee of the Taiwan 
Overseas Chinese Affairs 
Commlssion.， The funding 


comes from both the Coordi- 
nation Council and from the 
local Chinese community， Last 
August，the_ Cultural Service 
Center raised $10,000 from the 
community and drew 3,000 
people to a Chinese athletic 
tournament which it organized 
at San Jose State. 

Activijties taking place at the 
Center incliude a Chinese 
choral group which meets on 
Saturday afternoons，Chinese 
folk dance on Sunday after- 
noons， calligraphy class、 
citizenship classes (mainly in 
Cantonese)，and MD certifi- 
ficate classes .for those trained 
in Western medicine in ASsia.
